Our space will not permit us at present 
to cleal so exhaustively with this question 
as we could desire; however, we may find 
Another opportunity: of returninge to the 
subject. Considering that Portugal is 
bankrupt; (her revenue for the financial 
year ended June 30th 1881 amounted to 
£G,36.000, sand her expenditure to

colonies, by sheer neylect, are drifting to 
wreck and ruin; that corruption reigns in 
her courts of justice and schism in hor 
churches; and that her people are tolling 
in ignorance, wretchedness and poverty ;

A disastrous boat accident occurred on the 
Upper Yangtsze, near Kwei-chow-fu, on the gth 
inst. Gencral Poa Chow, commander of all the 
Chinese forces, Was on the way home with his 
farnily on three months leave, and three boats 
started from Ichang with the gencral’s family and 
followers, ‘The boat which the general occupied 
struck a submerged rock ; the boat’ capsized 
and twelve of the occupants were drowned. 
Among those drowned were two sons of the 
general. “The general himself had a very narrow 
escape. 

Dense clouds gathered over [chang on the 23rd 
and burst into a violent thunderstorm 5 the rain 
literally came down in torrents and in a few mo- 
ments flooded all thoroughfares, H. M.'s Cow- 
shed was in great dangersot being swept away; 
the servants in charge fled. The Lawn Tennis 
yround is entirely gone, ‘The Mutton Club 
suffered very much ; several sheep were carried 
away by the flood The storm lasted two: hours; 
the thunder never ceased ; 2,201 flashes were 
counted by one of. the residents within that 
period | “ ,

Wo will endeavour to show how 
really startling itis, The Ad/arngy on her trip 
to Mclbowrne from Foochow, on the o¢gcasion 
of her beating the Dougdas by some 4g odd 
hours, traveljed a much greater distance hap. 
the Zamaend.in almost the same time, Tho 
Killarney's performance had holes knocked into 
it by the E, & A. Co.'s Steamier Juzwee which 
went from Foochow to Wellington, New Zealand, 
about 580 miles futher than from Foochoy to 
Melbourne and did the journey under 21 days, 
having left Foochow on June ttth at 6.10 a.m, 
and arrived in Wellington on July 2nd at day- 
light. On the up trip from Sydney to Foochow, 
the Bowen took less than 17 days, having left 
Sydney on May ijth at 9.36 a.m.and passed the 
White Dogs at 6a.m. on the 3oth; being exactly 
3 hours, and_36 minutes inside 17 days. The 
above is a passage worth recording, and as far 
ns we know it isthe best hitherio made between 
these two ports, The Bowen recently under’ 
went extensive repairs in Sydney under the 
superintendence of Mr, Wildridge, the Superin- 
terding Engincer of the Company, -and the more

Onthe 2and they again encountered 
very heavy weather and were again compelled to 
teduce speed fora few hours, Moderate weather, 
with occasional squalls, continued until August 
and, the average speed from Port Chalmers on July’ 
rath, to August and, was 11.06 knots which, con- 
sidering theunfavourable weather, speaks volumes, 
for the travelling capacity of the Foren. The 
bad weather which commenced on August znd 
increased in force on the 3rt, when they encoun- 
tered a heavy SW. gale with heavy squalls at 
times, and a very heavy sea from the S.W, 
with low set barometer; they, again had to-go’ 


. dead slow, and keep the Vessel’s’ head SW, 


until G pm. on the .jth instant, The ship - 
was then in lat, 20.38 Nand long. 119.7 Ej 
from thence to arrival they had light variable 
winds and fine weather, with heavy S.A. swell. 
The #ozven has long been known as the favorite 
passenger. ship running between here and Aus- 
tralia, her accomodation being excellent, while 
her officers deservedly bear high reputations 
for ability and courtesy, The ‘last trip has 
conclusively proved that a better sca boat than 
the Boceen docs not float.

DESTRUCTION OF THE SHANG. 
HAL TANNERY BY FIRE, 
a ten cnr sea patiees ee 


A disastrous fire broke out at the Shanghai 
-Tannery at Pootung shosily after noon to-day, 
It was the dinner hour, and all hand’ -had left 
the Tannery, when at about a quarter-past 
twelve o'clock, the: foreign watchman was called 
by a Chinaman and informed that the Tannery 
“was an fire. He hastened to the building and 
calling all the coolies, tried to shut the flames: 
off by closing the doors, as the fire was discovered 
inthe south corner of the building Lehind the 
drying lofis. Dr. Burge,. who was passing in 
his boat at the time, hastened on shore and 
rendered all the assistance he was able, by 
helping to close the doors and - placing green 
hides against them. The crew of the steamship 
Aberdeen were ‘probably the first to notice the 
smoke, which was issuing from tie rear of the 
buildings, but it was thought at the time 
that the cayse of it was the baming of. some 
stubble. It'soon becaine evident to Captain Ma- 
theson that the fire was of a more serious nature, 
so he then sent away his four officers, three , 
engineers anda number of sailors and fireman 
to render assistance, ‘Fhe men landed and set 
to work witha will, They found it impossible to 
do anything inside the main building, so cone 
centrated their cfforis on the godowns, and suce 
ceeded in removing a great many hides and bags 
of pall nuts, They then mounted on top of the 
godown, and with the assistance of some coolics 
threw buckets of water on the roof to prevent the 
fire spreading in that direction, It appenra that 
the fire broke out near the rear of the building, 
as Dr. Burge also saw smoke issuing ‘from that 
direction, ‘The wind was blawing half a gale 
from the N.E, and the flames spread against 
the wind, All the strength of the Shanghai 
Fire Department would have availed nothin: 
against the wind.at pne o'clock, when the signal 
was hoisted at the Pootung Signal Station “ Firg 
atthe New Dock,” at which place it was supe 

sed to have. broken out. The alarm did not 

ecome general in the Setiloments till one o'clocl, 
though the manager at Birt's Wharf had telo- 
phoned to the head office at half-past twelve, the 
information that the Pootung Tannery was on 
fire, and from thence the faformation was conv 
veyed to the Centra} Station, My. Fowler teles 
graphed to Hongkew Stalion to tell the Chief 
_Enginecr, who tmmediately gave orders for 
the steam float to be got ready. At onc o'clock, 
our reporter noticed the smoke, the flames | 
not having at that time-appeared through 
the roof of the buildings,. The Customs sent 
a boat down from the Harbour Master's office, ‘- 
and the Chinese crew did what they could to help, 
At half-past one the flames had reached the roof 
of the six-staried drying: loft, shooting upwards of 
thirty fect above the ‘building, the front three. 
‘storied building having proviously succumbed, 
Up to this tine, the only moans at hand for 
quenching the fire wera byckets of water, but at 
two pum, asmal) hand engine was brought fron 
the Naval Yard and worked by cooljcs, the sailorg .

THE WRECK OF THE 
“AR TEMISEA"

‘Last evening, we-gave a brief account of the 


loss of the Artemisia, Captain Lass, and are now 
in & position to furnish further particulars. 


The Artemisia was outside the Saddles for 
8 hours with the wind blowing from E.N.E, with 
sweeping sea from S.E, At noon on Monday, 


the 31st July, the ship was found to be two miles 
to the enstward of the E. Saddle, having been 


riven to leeward under shortened canvas, Cap. 


tain Lass then ran back to Eliot Island, expect. 
ing a typhoon, as the glass was falling against 
the easterly wind. He found the vicinity of the 
Island too open a roadstead, and bore away for 
Tungsha Lightship, ‘This was at 3.30 pam.
